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-1' As per remarks, Applicants' argued that (1 ) Gosling reference never discuss inspecting the contents of a memory location adjacent 
to the stack space and the verifier 240 of Gosling reference does not compare the contents of the stack to a fixed value ( i.e. an initial 
value ). 

2. As to point (1 ), the limitation of "inspecting the content of a memory location adjacent to the stack space" is not speicified in claims 
1,11 nor 21. As mentioned in the Final Office Action mailed on 10/24/2003, the limitation of "inserting a quanlity of information adjacent 
to the stack" is disclosed by Jones reference, and the limitation of "inspecting the quantity of information" is disclosed by Gosling. Also, 
Gosling discloses the comparison step of before and after to identify program fault [ i.e. snapshot ] [ col 3, lines 32-40 ]. 

3. As per remarks, Applicants' argued that (2) Jones reference never mention inspecting the contents of a memory location adjacent to 
the stack space and never mention comparing those contents to a fixed value ( i.e. an initial state ). 

4. As to point (2), the limitation of "inspecting the quantity of information and detect corruption" of claims 1,11 and 21 are disclosed by 
Gosling as mentioned in the Final Office Action. 
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
